The  total  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  \-ear 
numbered  128  as  compared  to  155  in  1924  and  129  in  1923- 
Of  the  Births  5  7  were  males  and  71  females.  Four  were 
illegitimate,  two  males  and  two  females.  The  Birth  Rate 
was  16'9  per  1,000  as  compared  to  20’7  m  19*24  and  17’5  in  1923. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1925  was  18'3. 

DEATHS. 

1  he  Deaths  numbered  74;  of  these  35  were  males  and 
39  females. 

1  he  Death  Rate  was  9.8  per  1,000  as  compared  to  13’5 
in  1924  and  10  in  1923. 

d'he  Death  Rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1925  was  12'2., 

I  he  number  of  Infantile  Deaths  (under  one  year)  was 
5  ;  of  these  4  were  males  and  one  female  ;  one  was  illegitimate. 


This  is  equal  to  an  Infantile  Death  Rate  of  39  as  compared  to 
26  in  1924  and  31  in  1923  One  death  was  due  to  Whoopiu”' 
( 'ough  and  none  to  Diarrhoea.  No  women  died  during  or 
in  consequence  of  Child  Rirth.

d'he  yearly  numbers  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during 
the  past  five  years  remains  about  the  same.  Diphtheria  Antitoxin 
is  used  in  a  large  precentage  of  suspicious  throats* 

Return  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  are  remarkably  few  ;  Flar 
and  Nose  discharges  being  the  common  causes-  Cases  of 
Flncephalitis  Lethargica  are  very  infrequent*  Pathological  and 
Bacteriological  specimens  are  examined  by  the  (dinical  Research 
^Association. 

Rooms  are  always  disinfected  after  cases  of  notifiable 
infectious  diseases. 

I'he  Shick  and  Dick  tests  in  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet 
Fever  are  not  used. 

Influenza  has  again  been  the  most  common  cause  of 
sickness  though  causing  only  three  deaths.  No  school  has  been 
closed  during  the  past  five  years  for  infectious  diseases. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Flight  new  cases  were  n  gified  during  the  }e.ir  ;  of  these 
seven  were  pulmonary  and  one  non-pulmonary. 
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I^ilmoiiary  'ruberciilosis  caused  six  deaths  aud  non- 
j)uliuoiiary  dhiherculosis  one  death.  Public  Health  (Prevention  of 
'Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925  and  l^ublic  Health  Act  1925 
Section  62. — Xo  action  was  necessary  under  these  Reg'ulations.

'There  is  no  local  centre  for  the  treatment  of  these 
diseases  cases  going  either  t(j  Eondon  or  to  Richmond  for 
treatment,

HOSPI  TALS. 


Staines  Cottagg  Hospital  is  used  for  the  treatment  of  non- 
infectious  cases'  Most  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  work  is 
done  there. 

Windsor  Hospital  is  used  for  the  treatment  of  cases 
requiring  special  treatment  such  as  X  Ray  examinations  and 
treat  nents  and  Eye  cases- 

It  is  the  nearest  General  Hospital  and  accommodates 
100  cases. 

Infectious  Cases  are  treated  in  the  Staines  Joint 
Isolation  Hospital. 

Sanitoria  for  the  treatment  of  'Tuberculosis  are  supported 
by  the  Middlesex  County  Council  as  are  Hospitals  for  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  Small  Pox. 

A  trained  nurse  is  provided  by  the  Staines  District  Nurse 
I'und  for  the  nursing  of  non-infectious  cases  Midwives  three  in 
number  are  under  the  supervision  of  their  various  County  Councils', 
as  are  also  the  School  Clinics  and  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Centre. 

A  Health  Visitor  is  also  provided  by  the  ^Middlesex 
County  Council,  who  visits  and  advises  the  mothers  of  new  born 
babes. 

'There  is  no  - special  Institute  for  unmarried  mothers  or 
homeless  children. 

A  Town  Ambulance  is  used  for  non  infectious  cases  and 
tl  e  Ambulance  from  the  Isolation  Hospital  -  for  infectious  cases.
